In the 25th year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth ( if our 
Hiſtorian time it right) eight of the Privy Councel wrote a large 
Letter to the Biſhops of Canterbary and Loudon 3 towards the clol&* : 
whereof there are theſe words. 

Now #berefore we, for the diſcharge of our duties, being by our Vo- 
cation, under Her Majeſty bound to be careful that the Univerſal Realm 
may be well Governed, 10 the Honour and Glory. of God, and 10 the 
diſcharge of Her Majeſty, being tbe Principal Governor over all Her 
Subjetts under Almighty God, do moſt earnefily defire your Lordſhips to 
take ſome charitable conſideration of theſe cauſes, that the People of this 
| Realm may not be deprived of their Paſtors being diligent, Learned and 
zealous , though in ſome points Ceremonial, they may ſeem doubtful 
. only in Conſcience, and not of wilfulneſs, &c,

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'Tis thouglt by Dr, Faller, that Sir Francis Keowlgs, Treaſurer 
of the Q :2ens-Houſhold, and Knight of the Garter, Father in Law 
tothe Karl of Leiceſter, was caſaally abſcnt- from the Council 
Board atthis time, and that's the Reaſon he is miſs'd here amongti 
the Privy Counſcllors; for he was, faith he, a great Patron of che 
Non-conformiſts, -Hereunto I ſhall add a paſſage at the Council 
Table concerning Mr. Paul Baines, -a noted Non-conformiſt, he. 
was cailed by Biſhop Harſaet to the Council Table , and accuſed 
tor keeping of Conventicles and when he was accuſed hereot before 
the Privy Council, one of the Noble men ſaid ,” Speak, ſpeak for 
your ſelf, whereupon he made ſuch an Excellent Speech, chat in 
che mid(t thereof a Nobleman ftood up and ſaid, He ſpeaks more - 
like an Angel than a Man, and 1 dare not ftay berets have a haud 
in any Sentence againſt him upon which Speech they diſmiſſed 


him; and he never heard more from them. 


And now after Kings, the Commons in Parliament, and Lords 
of the Privy Council have appearcd in this matter, give me leave 
to add the teſtimony of a Biſhop in the next place, It was the 
Biſhop of St. Davids, and I think Biſhop R#dd. Hear him ſpeaking 
for Moderation and Condeſcention in his Speech to the reſt of the - 
Biſhops in Conyocation, May 23. 1604+ and being dead, he yet 
ſpeaketh. Tput great difference, faith he, between quod liceat and 
quod expediat, and likewiſe between them that are Schiſmatical, or 
open diſterbers of the State Eccleſiaſtical eſtabliſhed, and them that are 
ſcrupulous only upon ſome Ceremonies, andother Circumſtances, being 
otherwiſe Learned, Studious, Grave and Honeſt men, whoſe pains have 
been both painful in the Charch, and profitable 10 their ſeveral Congre- 
gations ;' concerning theſe” Preachers laſt mentioned, 1 ſuppoſe that if 
'wpon wrging them 10 the uſe of Crremonies aud attire preſcribed, they 
Jhould ftand out ftifly and chooſe rather to forego their Livings and the 
exerciſe of their Miniſtry. Aud though I do not juſtifie tbeir doings 
therein, yet ſurely their Service would be miſſed at ſuch time as nerd 
fhall require them, ts give the right band of fellowſhip one #0 another, 
and go arny, in arm againſt the Common Adverſary, that ſo there 
might be * Unita fortior, in which caſe, want of their joint labonrs 
with ours, there might ariſe canſe of ſome ſuch doleful complaint as 
fell out upo#t an accident of another nature in the Book of Judges Chapter 
the 5+.'15. where it is ſaid that for the diviſions of Reuben , there 


were. 
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were gredt thinghts of beart.. Alſo remember that the Benjamitres. 
though for their deſert, in maintaining a bad cauſe, were all deftroyetl 
ſaving Six hundred and the men of Tirac| ſwear in their furythat none 
of them would give bis Daughter to Wife to the Benjamnites, yet when 
their hot blyod was over, they lamented, and ſaid, there is one Tribe 
cut off from Iſrael this day 3 and they wſtd all their wits to the unter- 
moſt of their policy to reſtore thas Tribe again ; In like ſort if thoſe our 
Breabren aforeſaid ſhould be deprived of their places , for the matters 
premiſed, I think we ſhould find cauſe to bend our wits to the utter- 
moſt extent of our Skill, to provide ſome Cure of Souls for th:m where 
they may exerciſe their Talents. Beſides this ,. foraſmuch as in tbe 
life-time of the late Arch» Biſhop of Canterbury , theſe things were n0t 
fo extreamly. urged, bat that many Learned Preachers injoyed: their 
Liberty berein, conditionally that they did not by word or deed openly 
ditarb,or diſgrace the State eſtabliſhed I would know a Reafon wby 
is ſhould now be ſo general and exceeding ftrifily called upon, eſpecially 
ſeeing that theſe men are now the men neceſſary by ſs much we ſee 
the preater increaſe of Papiſts 10 be of late then were before. To con- 
elude, Iwiſh I wiſh, thar if by Petition made to the Kings Majeſty there 
canyot be obtained a qwite removal of the Premiſes , which ſeem ſo 
grievous to divers 3 nor yes a toleration for them which be of the 
more ſtay d and temperate carriage yet at leaft there might be pro- 
cured 4 mitigation of the penalty , if they' cannot be drawn 'by other 
Reaſons to a conformity with us.. See B. of F. L.'p.205, Andnow 
to this Biſhops excellent Sprech, kr me fubjoyn what I find mn 
Print, by a Son of the Church, I may/f#y by a great Champion 
and Pillar of the Protefiant Church, in his Preface to the Reader 
before his Irenicam, What Charter (faith he) bath Chriſt given tbe 
Church to bind men up t0 more then himſelf hath done? or to exclude 
tboſe from Society, who may be adminted into Heaven ? It is not whe- 
ther the things commaniled and required" be lawful or no+ it is not 
how Chriſtians are bound 10 ſubmit to a reſtraint of their Chriftian 
Liberty which I now inquire after (of theſe things in the Treatiſe 
ie (elf ) bur whether they do confils for the Churches peace, and unity, 
who ſuſpend it upon ſuch things ; how far either the example of our 
Saviour or bis Apoſtles do warrant ſuch rigorous Impoſfitions. We 
never read; of the Apoſtle» making Laws, but of things ſuppoſed 
neceſſary" rr 1s was nos enough with them, that the things would be 
| B 2 neceſſary 
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weceſſery when they bad required them. but they looked on an_Antece+ 
dent neceſſity, either abſolute or for the preſent State, which was the 
only ground of impoſing thoſe commands upon the Gemile Chriſtians 
—— would there ever be the leſs unity in a Church , if a diverſity 
was allowed as to prattiſes ſuppoſed Indifferent 3 yea, there would - 
be ſo much the more, as therewas a mutual forbearance and condeſcen: 
tiox as to ſuch things. Ard alittle after ſpeaking of the Primi- 
tive Church; headds, It was wever thought worth the while to make 
any ſtanding Law for Rites and Cuſtoms, that bad no other Original 
but Tradition. Mach leſs to ſuſpcud men ber Communion for not 
obſeruing them, — —The firſt who broke this Order in the Charch, 
were the Arrians, Donatifts, aud Circumcellians, -whil'ſt tbe true 
Church was fill known by its priftine Moderation and ſweetneſs of 
deportment towards all its Members. The ſame we hope may remain, 
and the moſt infallible evidence of the Conformity of onr Church of 
England to the Primitive, not ſo much in uſing -the ſame Rites as 
were in uſe then, as in not impoſing them, but leaving men tobe won, 
by the obſerving the true decency and order of Churches, whereby thoſe 
who aft npon a Principle of Chriſtian Iugennity, may be ſooner drawn 
to a compliance in all lawful things, than by force and rigorous Im- 
Feſitions, which. made men ſuſpe#t the weight of the thing it ſelf 
when ſuch force s uſed to make it enter. In the mean time, what 
cauſe have we 10. rejoyce that Almighty God hath been pleaſed to 
reftore us a Prince of that Excellent Prudence and Moderation, who 
bath ſo lately given aſſurance to the world of bis great Indulgence 
towards all , that have any pretence from Conſcience to differ from 
their brethren. From the Premiſes it appears abundantly that 
Difſenters and Scruplers in by-matters have had ſome Friends as 
wcll as many Enemies, and the Reaſon they have had no more 
Friends, has certainly. been a Mi{-repreſentation of. them to the 
world as Seditious and Turbulent perſons, Enemies to'Ceſar and 
all good Government and Order in Church and State. And this 
uſhers in our ſecond Conſideration 3 namely , That Diſſenters or 
Non-conformiſts have been frequently falſly repreſented 10 #be world. 
Of old the Fews not worſhipping the ſame Gods that the Ag 
tians and other Nations did, were accuſed to worſhip an Aſſes 
head, and once a. year to Sacrifice a Grecian- according to their: 
Ritesand Ceremonies, - and. to taſte. and cat of his cntreils, and- 
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in the Sacrificing of the Greciay, to Swear to be Enemies to rhe 
Greeks. v. ;ofephus in his Second Book againſt Apion. Our bl. fd 
Saviour himfelt was accuſed to be an Enemy to Ceſar, the Holy 
Apoſiles were charg:d to turn the world upſide down. The 
Primitive Chriſtians were Judged to be Atheilis becauſe they would 
not worſhip the Gods cf the Heathens, on them was laid the blame 
of all the Plagues, and Droughts, and Famines, avd Wars, and 
what ever-<}ſc was hurtful to Mankind , as you: may, read in- 4r- 
nebius his firſt Book adverſus Gentes. Of later times the Papiſts 
have charged the Protetlants as the Authors of Rebellion and 
Sedition. | 

Mr. Gattakgr had 3 Book which was given a Neighbor of his 
(when taken and carried to Dunkirk, to make him a good Catho- 
lick) the Title was Monarcho Machia, or Feruſalem and Babet; 
wherein the Author labours to maintain that the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and the Presbyterian Diſcipline, were in all parts introduced - 
and upheld by Sedition and Rebellion ; To- make this good, he 
chargeth Calvin with fuch Seditious Dodrine , as the Proteſtane -

' DoQtine diſchargeth men of Oaths made to-their Soveraigns, he 
alledgeth his Fourth Book, Chap. 13. Paragraph the 21. faying, 
a man illuminate with the truth, Simul vinculis omnibes obediends- 
legibus & Eccleſie ſolutus eft. He that once bath perfet knowledge 
of the Goſpel. is abſolved- from Oaths , and all ſuch Snares, Now - 
eurn to the place in Calvin's Inſticutions, and you ſhall foorrdefery 
palpable Knavery. For Calvin in all that whole Chapter hath nor 
one:word of ſuch Oaths of Allegiance as Subjects take to their 
Soveraigns, He treateth only of Monaftical or Monkiſh Vows. 
of theſe, not of thoſe; his words arc only theſe, Nunc poſtquan 
veritatis notitia ſunt illuminati , ſimul Chriſti. gratia liberos efſe dico. 
That is, Now they, to wit, who formerly had made ſuch unwavran- 
table Vows, and out of Error and Ignorance held themſelves obliged 
therewith, after they are inlightned with mice of the truth, are, Tſay, 
free by tbe grace of God. To this, as Mr. Gattaker obſerves, the fame 
Author adds another as groſs and palpable as the former. : Theſe 
ſeditious and popular Conliftories, faith he, the Presbyteries, he 
means , are condemned by their half-brethreo the Zxinglians.- 
Hcar, faith he, the voyce of Gualterws a Miniſter of Zurieh,- how 
bitter .

- Thus the aforeſaid nameleſs Author, but ſaith Mr. Gattaker, Ict 
any man fedulouſly peruſe, as my ſelf have done, the whole 

Commentary of Gxalter upon that Chapter conlifting of, and con- 

cluded in four Sermons, and he ſhall tind not one title there, either 

of the French King, or of the French Confiſtory, or of ought con- 

faulted or enacted, or acted in the one againſt the other. He 

ſpeaks indeed in the ſecond Szrmon on that Chapter, of the Popes 

Excommunications, wherewith, ſaith he , they cruelly vexed Kings 

and Emperors, and were Amthors of Civil Wars and Seditious; deemetb 

the Presbyteriall Government, not ſo needfol under a Chriſtian Ma- 

giſtrate but leaveth every Church free , to that courſe of Diſcipline 
that they ſhall find to be for themſelves moſt commodious, without cen- 

ſuring of others, who therein differ from them; And this is all he 
hath there of this Argument. But this obſcure Fellow, for the 

fuxther confirmation of theſ: his fiions and falſhoods, ſends us 

to Muſculus his Common Places, Chap. 10. Title de Officiis Mini- 

frorumz but Mr. Gattaker ſaith, that Myuſculus in his Common 
Places, Loc. 22. Title the 2d. De Officiis Miniftrorum, hath much 

indeed of the pride-formality, either no Preaching, or unprofitable 
Diſcourſe of the Popiſh Prelates and Prieſts. Of the Presbyterie 

not a word good or bad. See Mr. Gattaker his Vindication of the 
Annotations on Feremiah the Tenth, 24. v. pag-15, 16.

1Yby ould che Germans, ſaith he, ſubmitting 
themſelves to the Empcror at bis Ele&ion but on condition , not inj'y 
the ſame liberties and. ſecurities of their publick State , which their 
Fathers did before them? Why ſhould thty be accounted. Rebels for 
preſerving their Politie, more than the Italians, who cut themſelucs 
utterly from the Empire. by ns conſent or allowance, but only force 
and difturbance. The ſame we [ay for the Flemings what Reaſon 
the King of Spain ſhould alter their State, and avert their ancient 
Lawes, his Style declaring bim not to be King, but Earl of Flanders, 
and being admitted for a Prutefor, if he will needs become an Oppreſſor, 
why ſhould they not defend the Freedome of their Conntrey ? The 
Scots, what have they done, beſides placing the right Heir , and be 
an own Son, when the Mother fled and forſook, the Realm ? Be theſe 
thoſe Furious Attempts and Rebellions you talk, of ? So Biſhop Bilſon 
zgainft his Romiſh Adverſary. And now that Biſhop Bilſon hath 
ſpoken.

Proteſtants took Arms againſt their Ring 3 In the firſt troubles they 
ſtood only upon their defence, before they took Arms, tbey were burnt 
and maſſacred every where and the quarrel did not begin for Religion, 
but becauſe when King Francis the Secoud was under Age, they bad 
been the Refuge of the "rinces of the blood expel 'd from Conrt , even

Others were'for a long tims 'by 'connivance. continned in'their 
places and' Imployments although but half Conformiſts, - Con- 
formity was not rigorouſly preſſed by Arch- Biſhop Grindall; nor 
were all Nonconformiſts thruſt out of all imployment in the dayes 
of Arch- Biſhop Whirgift, though himſelf a Champion for Con- 
formity, When Mr. Cartwright himſelf, who had written againſt 
Conformity, and brandifhed pens with the Aych-Biſhop in the 
cauſe, yet was'by him: quietly ſuffered to injoy an Hoſpital at 
Wirwick. Mr: Brown, (aid to be the Father of the Brownifts, did 
notwittanding injoy his Living of a Church in Northampton Shire 
(a Parſonage of good valuc) to his dying day, And Doctor 
Fuller informs us that Biſhop Williams when he was Lord Keeper 
of the” Great Scal of England, procured'a Licenſe from King 
Fames under the Great Scal of England for Mr.Cotton to Preach,not- 
withfianding his Tnconformity as to ſome Ceremonies. And Biſhop 
Raid#'Biſhop'of St. Davids, declares in.his Speech to the Convo- 
cation, that thoſe things, meaning Conformity to the Ceremo- 
nies, were not (o extreamly urged, but that many learned Prea- 
chers injoyed their liberty herein in the dayes of the late Arch- 
Biſhop of Canterbury (which was Arch-Biſhop Whizgift) condi- 
rionally that they did not by word or decd openly diſgrace or di- 
ftarb the State eſtabliſhed. Concerning Mr. Hilderſham, I find in 
the Hiſtory of his life, that he was frequently. ſilenced, and yet 
frequently by the favour or connivance of the Biſhops, permitted to 
Preach pablickly : He was filenced in Fare 1590. and refiored a». 
gain in Farnary 1591. '* Again he was deprived and filenced by 
Biſhop Chaderton Biſhop of Lincols;' April 24. 1605, for refuſal of
